No.1 -i# a Roman denarius isaued in the Oity of 
Rome about 8&9 B. C. during tho time that Caius Vivius Pansa 
wae at the head of the Roman Mint. Swmilar pieces are 
desoribed in the British Museum Catalogue of the Roman Coins, 
Volume I, Page 290.. Specimens of this particular issue are 
very common in the coin market, and a piece in such condition. 
as yours is should be worth from 75g to £1.00. 


lo. 2 ds also a Roman Denarius but issued at one 
of the Provincial Mints in Italy, and not in the city of Rome 
itself, about the year 90 B. C. under the authority of 
Quintus Minucius Thermus. Specimens of this issue are common 


“pat net quite so common as those of No. 1, and a piese like 


yours would sell for from $1.26 to $1.50. Beth these prices 
are for pieces in-fine condition, and poorer specimens could. 
be bought for considerably less. ‘ ‘ 


“No. 3 is a bronze coin of the Roman Republic, but 
too badly corroded to make it possible to be absolutely cere 
tain as to when it wae issued. -Similar pieces were minted 
in Rome and at the iever mints in Italy at several different 
periods. The different issues can be distinguished ty details 
of workmanship, but to do this it ds necessary to have very 
nearly perfect specimens. I should be inclined to believe 


‘that your specimen was one from about the same period as the 
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silver pieces but would not wish to doneider this opinion 
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
